Richmond’s New Year’s Eve - - 
Carnival Attracts Crowd of 
Fifty Thousand Persons 


Greatest Demonstration Ever Held in Richmond and One 
Long to Be Remembered by Those Who Will Soon 
Witness the Development of One of the 

Finest Harbors in the World. 


Richthond’s Carnival has come 
and gone, an- event that will not 
soap be forgotten by the thousands 
of merrymakers who participated in 
the festivities. The carnival spirit 
prevailed until New Year's morn, 
amd at one time it was -estimated 
that 50,000 persons were surging 
east and west ou Macdonald ave- 
n@e. Thousands of visitors came 
from surrounding towns in auto- 
mabiles and on trains. The parade 
apd bands of music, red fire, con- 
fetti, horns, masks, floats and at- 
tractions, grotesque and otherwise, 
were on display till the gray streaks 
ef dawn began to surmount the 
eastern horizon New Year's morn. 

Mayor Owens addressed the peo- 
ple as follows, in presenting the 
key of the city to Queen Eunita: 

Citizens of Contra Costa county 
and sister counties, under wise 
Providence here assembled, I greet 
you. And now most worthy sister, 
Z crown yon queen of this great 
@Garbival, and as high officer of this 
gity I present to you the key em- 
blemi of power, and in. doing so I 


hope your reign will be one of great 
peace and prosperty. 

The crowning of Queen Eunita 
was indeed one of the prettiest of 
ceremonies, the honor falling upon 
Mayor Owens who, after placing 
the golden crown upon the head of 
Miss Eunita Kaiser, welcomed the 
Queen in appropriate words and 
delivered to her the keys of the 
city. Queen Eunita responded in 
a neat little speech, welcoming the 
merry-makers as follows: 

‘‘My Loyal Subjects: The dis- 
tinguished honor has been conferred 
upon me to act as your queen 
during this magnificent carnival to 
celebrate the outgoing of the old 
year and to welcome the new one. 
We are now standing on the thresh- 
hold of the year 1913, and itis my 
sincere wish that you will make 
merry and be happy and will wel- 
come the newyear royally, and 
may it be fraught with good deeds 
and accomplishinents, and may this 
city continue to be the wondrous 
city of the Pacific Coast, is the wish

Trimming of City’s Expenses Now 
Not Afar Off. 


The city council met last Mon- 
day evening with all members 
present except Councilman McDuff. 
> The contract for coustructing the 
new west side sewer was awarded 
to G. W. Cushing. The contract 
amounts to almost $11,000. © 

Councilman Hartnett, of che fin- 
ance committee, reported that the 
committee recommended the trim- 
ming of the city expenses. The 
first action was to dispense with one 
of the assistants in the tax collec- 
tor’s office. One of the members of 


the _fiekl crew of the engineer’s|- 


office was also disposed of. The 
finance committe proposes to trim 
the expenses of the city to a great 
extent in hope of making the fin- 
ances of the city meet the require- 
ments of the-fiscal year. The con- 
stant growth of the city causes in- 
creased expense in maintaining the 
city departments. The harbor bond 
expense was heavy and came out 
of the general fund. 

City Attorney Windrem submit- 

ted to the council the ordinance 
providing for the sale of the harbor 
The ordinance received its 
first reading and passed on its regu- 
lar course. The bonds will be of 
$1606 denomination aud will ran 
for thirty-nine. years.

ARKED is the contrast be- 
tween the turmoil that. pre 
cedes the election of a pres 
ident in the United States 
and thecalm that accompanies 
the choice of a president in France. The 
difference may be ‘studied now, for on 
January 17, 1913, a new head of the 
French Republic will be chosen. 

The election of a president of the 
French Republic causes no commotion 
that can be compared with the excite 
ment of a presidential election in the 
United States. The event arouses in- 
terest, of course, but the normal life 
of the nation is in no way modified. 
Up to the present time a stranger vis- 
iting France would not suspect from 
the newspapers or from public talk 
that the election was to be held with- 
In a few weeks. If he stayed here 
long enough and visited certain. cen- 
ters he would hear whispers of plots— 
rumors for instance of a great Bona- 
partist demonstration to be made on 
election day.

No doubt 
Versailles was chosen as the place for 
electing the republic’s presidents to 
emphasise the lesson that the new 
order has taken the place of the old 
and that the ceremony should be held 
in a solemn and fitting setting, far 
from popular uproar. At any rate a 
law passed in 1879 decrees that the 
national assembly shall meet in Ver- 
sailles in a hall of the palace specially 
reserved as the congress hall. 

“Vote In Common.” 

The national assembly is, according 
to the French constitution, “a meet- 
ing of the chamber of deputies and 
the senate to deliberate and vote in 
common.” This national assembly can 
only meet for two objects, to elect a 
president and to revise the constitu- 
tion. When the presidency of the re- 
public becomes vacant by death or 
resignation or any other cause the two 
houses meet immediately and form an 
‘assembly to elect a new president.
